MADE AVAILABLE 
IN COUNTY AID 
FOR ROAD WORK 


T he Adam s county com m issioners 
today announced in a letter to tow n­ 
ship supervisors and borough coun­ 
cilm en th a t $31,204.25 will be dis­ 
tributed throughout th e county under 
the liquid fuel act during 1951. 
The ‘ county aid ’’ will be 20 per 
cent higher this year th an last year, 
m arking the largest sum ever dis­ 
tributed by the county to the po­ 
litical subdivisions for road work 
L ast year the “county aid" fund 
totalled $26.003 54 
T he distribution, as usual, will be 
m ade 50 per cen t on m ileage and 50 
percent on the basis of population. 
And as usual, the district* m ust 
apply to the county com m issioners 
for their share of th e fund. Tile 
paym ents will be m ade upon ap ­ 
proval by th e sta te D epartm ent of 
Highways of th e work done. 
Iarc*st Sum To County Seat 
All of the w'ork m ust be com pleted 
in tim e for the highw ay departm ent 
to ch**ck and approve th e work be­ 
fore th e end of 1951, the com m is­ 
sioners noted. 
G ettysburg, as usual, will get the 
largest share of th e fund, $2 486 74 
and F ranklin tow nship will have 
second largest am ount. $2,208 37 The 
boroughs and tow nships have a p ­ 
proxim ately 650 m iles of road under 
their care.

RURAL SECTIONS 
FOR LAST YEAR 


R ural sections of A dam s county. I 
w hich reported 125 cases of measles I 
in 1949 
escaped w ith none a t all j 
during 1950. according to th e annual i 
report of W illiam I. Shields, sta te 
sa n ita ria n for th e county. 
T here was a reduction in the num ­ 
ber of cases of chicken pox, from 
34 in 1949 to 22 in 1950, but an in ­ 
crease in scarlet fever, from nine 
to 25. 
In 1949 th ere were six cases of 
m eningitis, and only one last year. 
Brucellosis increased from one to 
three. T here wras one case of tuler- 
em ia each year. 
W ith no cases of whooping cough 
reported in 1949, th e state san itarian 
said ll were reported in 1950. The 
preceding year escaped w ithout a 
single case of poliom ylitis, but 1950 
h ad eight cases. 
One Polio Death 
One polio case resulted fatally. 
A rthur T. B urr. Jr., 14-year-old son 
of M r and Mrs. A rthur T B urr. L it­ 
tlestow n R. I. G erm any township, 
died O ctober 14 of th is disease in the 
H arrisburg hospital. 
Mr. Shields m ade 93 resta u ran t 
inspections and 235 follow -up inspec­ 
tions of eating places One hundred 
and five sam ples of w ater were col­ 
lected from sources used by resta u ­ 
rants, and tested. Sixty-eight inspec­ 
t o r were m ade of schools, and 51 
w ater sam ples taken. 
T here Were 46 public cabin and 
cam p facilities inspections m ade and 
53 sam ples of w ater collected for 
testing from cabins and cam ps. In ­ 
spections of retail stores and other 
places totaled 214; 
nuisances in ­ 
vestigated and abated, 51; confer­ 
ences held w ith Dr. C. G. Crist, 
county m edical director.

More Serious Now 
Judge Sheely recalled th e civilian 
defense setup during W orld W ar II. 
and said it had worked so well th a t 
the

state disaster com m ittee. T he new 
setup, lie said, will to basically the 
sam e, except th a t th e problem is 
m uch more serious now*

JESUS BEGINS HIS M IN ISTRY 
M a rk I 9-20 
Memory selection: And Jesus 
aid 
unto them , Com e ye after me, and 
I will m ake you fishers of m en. 
—M ark 1:17 
This quarter's lessons lead us into 
the active m inistry of our Lord, 
and should give us high inspiration 
for service in Hts nam e and for His 
cause The opening lesson is taken 
from the first ch ap ter of M ark’s 


Gospel. It covers in sw ift succession 
essential events in C h rist’s life as 
He took up His mission W ha; had 
been predicted by Isaiah and Ma I ac hi 
was now to be fulfilled, for John the 
B aptist hailed Jesus at the Jordan 
river as the One expected to redeem 
the people. 


His M inistry Approved 
H ie vigorous preaching of John, 
which called for repentance, drew 
large crowds, and num erous bap­ 


tism s of rep e n tan t hearers were ad ­ 
m inistered by this last prophet of 
the Old T estam ent typt’ T he news 
of w hat was taking place by the 
Jordan spread far and wide. Some 
60 miles away in the G alilean town 
of N azareth a C arpenter reflected 
upon w hat was happing, and decid­ 
ed to join the m ultitude. Of the 
period of 18 years—the silent years— 
we have no record. No doubt, as was 
said of Him. He grew in wisdom and 
statu re and In favor with God and 
man during the time He worked at 
the carp en ter's bench. 
Now 
suddenly 
Jesus 
appeared 
am ong the crowds, heard the fiery 
preaching of John, and a^ked to be 
baptized. By accepting baptism Jesus 
identified Him self with the sinful, 
although He was w ithout sin, a n ­ 


nounced Hts own M essiahs hip and 
received the approval cf His F ather 
in the words, 'Thou a rt my beloved 
Son, in thee I am well pleased.” 
Jesus was now endowed w ith divine 
power for the public m inistry He 
was about to enter. 
\ Tim e of Testing 
We m ay be certain th a t Jesus felt 
a growing con clousness of His m is­ 
sion during the silent years a t Naz­ 
areth, B ut His baptism and the clear 
approval of the F ather led Him to 
think m ore deeply of the m anner 
in which His m inistry should be 
carried out. For this purpose "The 
S pirit driveth him forth into the 
wilderness." Here came to Jesus the 
Nubile tem ptations inspired by S atan . 
The Bible m entions only three, but 
we may assum e others presented 


themselves during the 40 days He 
m editated and fasted in the rugged 
m ountains where prophets before 
Him had lived and struggled in soli­ 
tude. During the long and trying 
trek from Egypt Moses retired for 
40 days into Mt. S inai; Elijah w ith­ 
drew into the desert wastes for a 
sim ilar period. 


No one knows how variously Jeans 
was assailed by tem ptation during 
this test 
Tile little we know He 
m ust Himself have told His disciples. 
But the three assaults are signifi­ 
cant. To the Man who was physic­ 
ally hungry the tem ptation to use 
His power to turn .stones into bread 
m ust have been alm ost overpower­

FRENCH CADET 
FLIES TO DEATH 


Caldwell, Tex.. Jan. 5 (J1)—A young 
French cadet—heavy hearted be­ 
cause he couldn’t win his wings— 
yesterday stole an Air Force plane 
and laughing, flew it to his death. 
He flew until the T -6 training 
plane ran out of gas and crashed 
into a thicket near this central Tex­ 
as town. 
Capt. Alain Jourdan. a French 
liason officer, said the cadet told him 
by radio: "I spend my last hours in 
the air and then I die.’’ 
A note indicating he intended to 
crash the plane was found just after 
he took off from Randolph Air base 
near San Antonio and Jourdan said 
the cadet apologized to “the Amer­ 
ican Air Force for destroying this 
plane.” 
Jourdan. who flew alongside the 
cadet in another trainer in an effort 
to coax him down, said the cadet 
seemed in command of his emotions 
and “laughed many times." 
Name Withheld 
Name of the cadet, a t Randolph 
with other young Frenchm en for 
training under the North Atlantic 
Pact, was withheld until next of kin 
could be notified. R andolph officials 


said he had been downcast since 
failing as a pilot trainee. 
The cadet went to the flight line 
about 10:20 a m . 
(CST), climbed 
into the training plane and took 
off. He zoomed low over Stinson 
and Brooks Air bases, whizzed down 
over Randolph, then headed north. 
Flights of other planes chased 
him over the skies, but returned to 
Hie base when their gas started ru n ­ 
ning low. Officers at Randolph pre­ 
dicted the Frenchm an's single-en- 
gined plane would be out of gas by 
2 p.m. Apparently the Frenchm an 
flew a m eandering course. He crashed 
about 1:30 p m . (CST) in a wooded 
pasture about five miles west of 
here.
